NATIONALISM. 


A ROUSING MEETING AT TEM- 
PERANCE ‘TEMPLE, 


The Speaker of the Day Makes Some 


Telling Points—Why the Nation-. 


alists Should Succecd—The Chief 
Causé of: Trouble—Other Points. 


« The Nationalist meeting at Temper- 
ance Temple yesterday afternoon was 
alarge one. Both the auditorium and 
the gallery were. crowded, and the 
audience was not backward about ap- 
plauding the speakers. Tho president, 
Dr. Peebles, presided, and the exer- 
cises began with a poem, rendered 
with considerable feeling by Mrs. 
Thomas. The poem was descriptive of 
the inequalities und injustice of the 
present social system. 
The president then introduced Ralph 
E. Hoyt, the speaker of the afternoon, 
who delivered an address upon the 
subject, ‘‘Nationalism the Salvation of 
the State.” Mr. Hoyt evidently 
touched the feelings of his audience, 
and was continually punctuated with 
applause. 
In opening he said that he would 
present a few, and only a few, of the 
reasons why Nationalism is the salva- 
tion of the State, and that his remarks 
would be suggestiverather than dog- 
matic. 
“We ought to be,” he said, “the 
most prosperous and happiest people. 
onearth. Wehave the best form of 
and the best country. We 
ave 50,000,000 square miles of terri- 
tory, from ocean to ocean, and harbors 
which can easily float the commerce of 
the world. Many of our resources 
have hardly begun.to be developed. 
We have towering mountains, far- 
reaching forests, lakes, rivers, growing 
cities. We have modern improve- 
ments in infinite variety, labor-saving 
machines and innumerable devices for 
the comfort of mankind. . ' 
“Yet all these natural and artificial 
advantagea fade into insignificance 
when compared with the one question, 
‘Shall justice prevail, and shall we 
have what we ure entitled to—a gov- 
ernment of, for and by the people?’ 
That is the Government supposed to 
have been established by our fore- 
fathers. 
“It will never be that government 
until the policy is adopted by the Gov- 
ernment of equal rights for all and spe- 
cial privileges for none.”’ 
Mr. Hoyt followed up his introduc- 
tion by saying that be would mention 
afew facts that show that there is 
something radicaliy wrong. 
“It is a fact,’ he continued, ‘‘that 


the 16,000 miles of railroads-in the 


country are controlled by about 60 dif- 
ferent families. It is a fact that about 
31,000 men control three-fifths of the 


_wealth of the Nation. It is a fact that 


a wealthy British syndicate has pur- 
chased nearly the entire mining inter- 
ests of Birmingham, Ala.; another syn- 
dicate important steel and iron inter- 
ests in Ohio; another the milling and 
waterpower of Minneapolis; another 
the tanneries of New York. Itisa 
fact that 40,000 working women in New 
York city are so reduced that ina 
short tinfe they will be forced to be- 
come objects of public charity or be 
driven to beggary or lives ot shame. 
The rich are becoming richer and the 
“know thatit is a thi 

our Presidents and Governors an 
Fourth of July orators to tell what a 
glorious country is ours; how prosper- 
ous We are, how we are at peace with 
all the world; that we have millions 
and millions of money, and hundreds 
of millions locked upin the treasury— 
where the people can’t get it. I say it 
is“well, in one sense, for them to tell 
us about these things. To tell us that 
the old bird, the American eagle, is 
sitting on his perch and enjoying very 
good health. 

“But it seems like mockery when the 
army of labor can’t find a market; 
when there are thousands of habita- 
tions where grim want stalks in door, 
These are solemn facts staring us in 
the face, my friends—among those who 
believe not so much in dispensin 
charity, as in dispensing even-hande 
justice. Our Constitution declares one 
of its purposes to be to establish justice 
and the public welfare. How canitdo 
so with the present social system? It 
never can until the social system is 
revolutionized.’’ 

The speaker stated that he might go 
on enumerating facts for a half hour, 
but his hearers were pertfectly well 
aware that there is something radically 
wrong; the situation is becoming‘worse, 
ard it is time for the people to arouse; 
time to educate those around us to a 
higher plane, so that not 100 years 
hence, but in the near future, a system 
will be built up that will not make an 
the hand and im- 
poverish the masses on the other. 

“The erties of the press,” he 
said of this movement, *‘is really mild. 
Many say that the chief cause of our 
troubles is over-production, and that 
the remedy is to stop producing, and 
not. glut the market. There never has 
been over-production of the things the 
people want and ought to have. Itis 
under-consumption, and not over-pro- 
diction, thut is the trouble. Over- 
production, indeed! Do you not know 
that wherever a bushel of corn is 
raised—in Kansas, for ipstance—that 
there isa half-fed family somewhere; 
that for every suit of clothes’ on the 
shelf there is some one in need of it; 
for every pair cf shoes, bare feet to be 
covered; and so through the entire 
list? Inu my bhumbie opinion, feliow- 
citizens, if tomorrow morping the Gov- 
ernment began to supply the people of 
this country with what they are en- 
titled to, comfortable homes, clothing, 
fueland the environments of home, 
the supply would not begin to equal 
the demand, 
need to be put to its utmost capacity. 
It is under-consumption, and not over- 
production, that is the trouble. 

“Tt is true that there is over-produc- 
tion. An over-production of political 
demagogues; of political stock-jobbers; 
an over-production of government 
bonds that pay no taxes, but on which 
the people pay interest; an over-pro- 
duction of saloons; an over-production 
of moral cowardice, of men who, 
while possessing intelligence, are too 
cowardly to say that their souls are 
theirown. There is an over-produc- 
tion of many things we could get 
along without very well. é‘ 

_“*The reason there is under-consump- 
tion is because the wealth of the coun- 
try is inthe hands of afew who want 
the earth and are rap‘dly getting it. 

‘Now, as far as Nationalism is con- 
cerned, we do not ajl agree upon the 
details of the movement, but upon its 
fundamental prin®@ples we ure all 
agreed—a fair distribution of that 
which men are entitled to receive and 
a just government.

MONTROSE TRAGEDY. 


POOR GARDINER DIES OF HIS 
WOUNDS. 


He Drew His Last Breath at 7 
O'clock Last Night—The Nurse 
Tells How the Act Was Com- 
mitted—An Inquest to Be Held. 


This Morning. ra) 


@larke Gardiner, the man who cut 
his throat at the Montrose lodging- 
house Saturday afternoon, a full ac- 
count of which was published in THE 
TiMEs yesterday morning, died, last 
evening at 7 o’clock. The brother of 
the dead man, Charles Gardiner, a dry 
goods merchant at Pasadena, came in 
from Pasadena and remained with him 
until he died,. when he returned to 
Pasadena to make arrangements for 
his burial. 

Gardiner did very well during Satur- 
day night, and talked’ rationally 
enough to those about him. He said 
that he did not know why he com- 
mitted the deed, and appeared to be 
sorry about it; but afterward, when 
alone with his companion, he asked 
him to get him some morphine, so that 
he might finish what: he had com- 
About 1 o’clock he become 
unconscious, and went down rapidly 
from that hour, breathing his last 
about 7 o’clock. 

Owing tothe excitement immediately 
following the tragedy, and the fact 
that, under the circumstances, no one 
was disposed to talk about it, the exact 
manner in which the deed was com- 
mitted could not be ascertained at the 
time, but last night Mr. Rasmussen, 
Gardiner’s companion, was seen, and 
he made a full statement of the affair 
so far as he knew. He said that Gardi-

Gardiner first left the room for 
a few minutes, and on his return 
he went out. He was only gone 
a few minutes, and on his return found 
Gardiner lying by the side of the bed, 
on the floor, bleeding profusely from 
an ugly wound in the throat. From 
his appearance he thought that Gar- 
diner must have stood up before the 
mirror, and throwing his head back 
drew his razor across his throat, fall- 
ing to the floor in a few minutes. 
From the fact that there were spots of 
blood on the glass, where it. spurted 
m the severed veins. and arteries, it 

: rdiner- must have. 
stood before the mirror a short time 
before falling. He had at once given 
the alarm and sent for a physician, 
when he returned to the room and 
tried to stop the flow of blood, the sub- 
sequent events being the same as here- 
tofore published. Rasmussen said that 
Gardiner regarded his case as hopeless 


with him. Thedead man, he said, was 
about 40 years of age and unmarried.

A Few Interesting Facts Touching 
B. A. Stephens. 7 

The subject of local history in South- 
ern California has been for some 
months past more or less prominently 
before the people; and none the less 
so because of the recent publication of 
an interesting, finely-illustrated and 
elegantly-bound history of Los Ange- 
les county by the Lewis Publishing 
Company of Chicago and Oakiand. 
Owing to the fact that a certain influ- 
ence seems to be at work in various 
quarters which has libelously reflected 
upon the work and its publishers, L. 
A. Ingersoll of this city makes the 
statement: ‘ 

“I am in charge of the work of, 
the Lewis Publishing Company in 
Southern California. We have re- 
cently issued an imperial quarto 
‘Illustrated History of Los Angeles 
County.’ So far as I can learn, it 
gave general satisfaction. It, how- 
ever, is not in all respects beyond criti- 
cism, but, inthe main, ours is stand- 
ing the test as to historical value, and 
as a fine specimeu of book art. The 
general historical chapters are written 
by Prof. Ewing Summers of Chicago, 
assisted by B. A. Stephens of this city, 
and a most excellent chapter on Pasa- 
dena and the Rancho San Pascual was 
written by Mrs. Jeanne C. Carrot 
that city.. The general historical chap- 
ters were, at the request of the pub- 
lishers, carefully reviewed, and their 
historical accuracy passed upon, by a 
committee of four members of the 
Historical Society of Southern Califor- 
nia, specially selected for that pur- 
pose. The biographies, of which 
there are several hundred, were all 
submitted in manuscript to the sub-

“It does seem not a little incongruous 
that so excellent an organization as the 
Historical Society of Southern Califor- 
nia should allow itself to be advertised 
tothe world as having coudemned a 
work that its own select committee 
so practically indorsed in manuseript; 
and that, too, while its committee is 
still reviewing the printed work, and 
have not as yet reported thereon. But 
this most unna.ural proceeding is 
easily explained. The present secre- 
tury of the society is B. A. Stephens, 
and with malicious intent he made a 
sensational and false report of the pro- 
ceedings of the society’s last meeting, 
and professedly presuming it to be cor- 
rect, some of the daily papers of this 
city published it. Several members, I 
um informed by various members of 
the society who were present, did not 
favor a condemnation of our work. 
Stephens himself did the talking in 
that direction; others favored our 
work, but he made no mention of that. 
The alleged resolutions reflecting upon 
our work that were published in the 
Tribune of this city as hav- 
ing been adopted by the _ society 
were not passed upon at all, but 
promptly referred to a committee of 
one without discussion, and practi- 
tically rejected. 

“The resolutions in question were 
drawn up and forced upou the society

His manuscript was’ replete with 
copiousiy eopied, verbatim -extracts 
from well-known printed works and 
Without quotation marksor other sigus 
of crediting, and many of these ex- 
tracts show a notable lack of discrimi- 
nation and judicial literary acumen. 

‘He had spoken untairly of the 
priests who fiist converted California, 
and sneeringiy of Padre Junipero and 
Catholics as a class, which is certainly 
wrong and outof the province of the 
historian, who has no right to force 
his personal prejudices or opinions 
upon his readers, but simply record a 
clear and impartial statement of the 
facts. He, more .than any other, 
marred the literary beauty and value 
of our Los Angeles county work by 
running into his manuscript uncalled 
for“slaps? at his personal enemies in 
this county. Well, it is quite sufficient 
for the publie to know of a man, that 
he will take’money from his employers 
ou a sacred promise to perform the 
duties of a historian and then seek to 
have that self-same work condemned, 
as. in the case of the Los Angeles 
county work, because he cannot extort 
money tor services that he has proven 
himself ‘unfitted to perform. And 
again, that he will prostitute the of- 
fice he holds as secretary of the His- 
torical Society.of Southern California, 
compromise the good name of the go- 
ciety to wage a personal war on any 
person or organization. 

“He is working some of the more 

credulous country editors against us, 
under the guise that it is a fight of the 
Historical Society. 
“We have ne explanations or apolo- 
gies to make to the Historical Society 
of Southern California ‘or the public, 
except. for having committed the un- 
pardonable error of employing so worth- 
less and evidently unprincipied a his- 
torical fakir on our force as B. A. Ste- 
phens. .To save a misapprehension 
that we fail to appreciate the codpera- 
tion of the Historical Society in our 
work, I desire to say that we value 
their kindly offices in aiding us in the 
correction of our manuscripts, and 
Shall be pleased to avail ourselves if 
possible of their further assistance in 
that direction.”

Day—“The Sky. Anthem”—The

- Atlast Ihave what I longed for, a 
Christmas eve in the Holy Land.

I look up through these 
Christmas skies und I see no loosened 
stur hastening southward to halt above 
Bethlehem, but all the stars suggest 
the Star of Bethlehem. No more need 
that any of them run along the sky to 

oint downward, In quietude they 

neel at the feet of Him who, though 
once an exile, 18 now enthroned for- 
ever. Fresh upfrom Bethlehem, I am 
full of the scenes suggested by a visit. 
to that village. You know, that whole 
region of Betblehem is famous in 
Bible story. There were the waving 
harvests of Boaz, in which Ruth 
gleaned for herself and weeping Naomi. 
There David, the warrior, was thirsty, 
and three men of unheard-of self-de- 
nial broke through the Philistine army 
to get drink. It was to that 
region that Joseph and Mary came to 
have their names enrolled in the cen- 
sus. Thatis what the scripture means 
when it says they came ‘‘to be taxed,” 
for people did not in those days rush 
aiter the assessors of tax any more 
than they now do. | 

The village inn was crowded with 
the’strangers who had come up by the 
command of government to have 
their names in the census, so that 
Joseph and Mary were obliged to 
lodge in the stabies. 
some of those large stone buildings, 
in the center of which the camels 
were kept, while running out from this 
center in all directions there were 
rooms, in one of which Jesus was 
born. Had bis parents been more 
showily appareled, 1 have no doubt 
they would have found more comfort- 
able. entertainment. That night in 
the fields the shepherds, with crook 
and kindied fires, were watching their 
flocks, when hark! to the sound of 
voices strangely sweet. Can it be that. 
the maidens of Bethlehem have come 
out to serenade the weary shepherds? 
But now a light stoops upon them 
like the morning, so that the flocks 
arise, shaking their snowy fleece and 
bleating to their drowsy young. The 
heavens are filled with armies of light, 
and the earth quakes under the har- 
mony, as, echoed back from cloud to 
cloud, it rings over the midnight hills, 
*Glory to God in the -highest, and on 
‘earth peace, good will to men.” It 
seems that the crown of. royalty and 
dominion and power, which Christ 
left behind Him, was ty the sky 
in sight of Bethlehem. ho knows 
but that that crown may 
mistaken by the wise men for the star 
running and pointing downward? 

PURITY IN POVERTY. 

My subject, in the first place, im- 
presses me with the fact that indigence 
is not always significant of degrada- 
tion. When princes are born heralda 
announce it, and cannon thunder it, 
and flags wave it, and illumimations 
set cities on fire with the tidings. 
Some of us in England or America re- 
member the time of rejoicing when the 
Privce of Wales was born. You can 
remember the gladness throughout 
Christendom at the nativity in the 
paluce at Madrid. But when our 
glorious Prince was born there was no 
rejoicing on earth. Poor and growing 
poorer, yet the heavenly recognition 
that Christmas night shows the truth 
of the proposition that indigence is not 
always signilicant of degradation. _ 

In all ages there have been great 
hearts throbbing under rags, tender 
sympathies under rough exterior, gold 
in the quartz, Parian marble in the 
quarry, and in eyery stable of priva- 


tion wonders of excellence that have ~ 


been the joy of the heavenly host. All 
the great deliverers of literature and 
of nations were born in homes without 
affluence, and from their own privation 
learned to speak aud fight for the op- 
pressed. Many.a man has held up his 
pine-knot light from the wilderness 
until all: nations and generations have 
seen it, and off of his hard crust of 
penury bas broken the bread of knowl- 
edge and religion for the starving mill 
ions of the race. Poetry, and sc:ence, 
and literature, and commerce, and 
laws, and cunstitution, and liberty, 
like Christ, were born in a manger. All 


the great thoughts which bave de- 


cided the destiny of nations started in 


obscure corners, and had Herods, who . 


wanted to slay them, and Iscariots, 
who betrayed them. and rabbies that 
crucified them, and sepuichers that 
confined them uutil they burst forth in 
glorivus resurrection.

THE NORTH AND SOUTH AMERI- 
CAN RAILROAD. 


We recently noticed the proposition 
to bind the United States more closeiy 
with the South Americangeountries by 
rail. A company, known as the Co- 


|Tumbia Railway and Navigation Com- 


pany, with a capital of $100,000,000, 
has been incerporated to carry out this 
great project. 

Briefly, the aims are to construct a 
line of railroad from some point near 
the mouth of the Magdalena River, in 
the United states of Colombia, south- 
wardly along the eastern flank of the 
Andes and the headwaters of the 
Amazon, to points in Peru, there to 
connect with the Peruvian and Ar- 
gentinian system of railroads. From 
the mouth of the Magdalena River 
steamships will be run to the southern 
point of’ Fiorida and New Orleans, 
whence will extend railroad connec- 
tions to all parts of this country. ~ 

The vastness of the enterprise con- 
templated is thus apparent. The con- 
tinent, probably the richest in material 
resources of all the continents in the 
world, is to be opened up to the pur- 
‘poses of commerce, immigration and 
civilization; its products and its peo- 
ple are to be brought into communica- 
tion with the rest of the werld, and, 
best of all, the direct and lasting bene- 
fit of this accrues to the United States. 

Capt. H. C. Parsons of Virginia, the 
originator and controlling spirit of the 
enterprise, has for 15 years given the 
subject of a north and south rail- 
road in South America his atten- 
tion. He has traveled and- investi- 
gated, examined surveys of the coun- 
try, and collected information of all 
kinds, until he has demonstrated the 
feasibility of the project. 

The only part of the proposed route 
which is unknown and unexplored is 
between the sources of the Magdalena 
and Napa rivers, over the dividing 
ridge of the Cordilleras in Ecuador. 
Here a mountain chain must be crossed 


river to that of another, and in addi- 
tion to the natural obstacles there are 
fierce and savage tribes, who have 
hitherto resisted attempts to explore 
country. 
The northern terminus, as now pro- 
posed, will he Port Carthagena on the 
Caribbean Sea. The road will traverse 
the Pampas del Sacramento, perbaps 
the richest agricultural region in the 
world, will skirt the largest gold and 
silver mines and penetrate forests of 
untold value. At the southern ter- 
minal a junction will be effected with 
two Peruvian lines of railway and the 
railroad from Buenos Ayres on the At- 
lantic, which road is already in opera- 
tion for 400 miles to Alta, on the head- 
waters of the La Plata River. Thus 
different outlets to the ocean will be 
secured for products at present inac- 
cessible. 
When this road is finished, it will be 
a long trip by rail from British Colum- 
bia to Peru. California will gain much 
by the opening up of South America. 
There is a good market down there for

The refaarkable contfast of the paved 
streets of the city with the condition of 
those same streets two or three years 
ago is brought to mind most vividly by 
the present condition of some of the 
outside streets which still remain un- 
paved. They are next to impassable 
for teams, and a disgrace to our civili- 
zation. It is very certain their present 
state was unanticipated, or they would 
have been improved before these ex- 
traordinary rains. It will be counted 
one good result of these storms if they 
eventuate in the pavement of such of 
the streets as are most in need of it. 
We have now several miles of finely 
paved streets, such as would be acredit 
to any city in the world, but there are 
inany others almost as much in need of 
similar improvement. 

A city like Los Angeles ought to 
have, within the next year or two, 
twenty or thirty miles of well-paved 
thoroughfares. People should be able 
to get in and out of the city in any 
direction without poaching knee-deep 
in mud. The old process, so generally 
and so persistently followed here, of 
trying to keep a street in traffic condi- 
tion by hauling in some sort of earth 
jor gravel to replace the mud which is 
hauled out and dumped in some vacant 
lot, ought to be abandoned, and the 
enormous cost of such work should be 
put in the form of permanent improve- 
ments of the street. Owing to the 
kind of earth or material used, 
as it. is ‘called, 
in this city -has proved -a mis- 
erable failure’ in almost every 
instance, and itis quite time the au- 
thorities realized that money so ex- 
pended is money thrown away. But 
we have access to the best material in 
the world for pavements, as is shown 
by the specimens now in use on our 
principal roadways. Noné better-can 
be found than that which has been 
employed here, and yet itis not unus- 
ually expensive.” The cost, as a rule, 
been moderate, considering the 
advantages that have resulted; not to 
the public only, but té the eontermin- 
ous property-owners. In the matter of 
paving streets it is eminently true that 
the benefit to the public is more than

Tne San Francisco Bulletin, in its 
issue of December 27th—delayed by 
the washout—calls attention to the

almost entirely wound up—the real- 
estate sales of Los Angeles county for 
1889 amount: to $2,000,000 more than 
those of San Francisco. Now, let 
some of the N. C. B. croakers attempt 
to explain away this fact! 


THE question of rapid transit in large 
cities has become a very important 
one, and grows harder to solve from 
year to year. New York has been 
especially troubled over this problem. 
The latest plan proposed, to solve the 
question in that city. is that of the 
Rapid Transit. Cable Company, which 
will, if the necessary franchise can be 
on Broadway. It is proposed to run 
trains at a speed of from 20 to 30 miles 
av hour, something that has never yet 
been attempted by a cable road, 12 
miles being the maximum speed of 
those roads in practical use. 


In a short time no large city will be 
complete without its tall tower. Four 
hundred plans have already been re- 
ceived by the committee who offered 
prizes for the best and second best 
plan for the proposed Watkin Tower— 
the English Eiffel. It will be so high 
that all that need be done when fog 
comes on will be to enter the elevator, 
and in a few minutes be up in the 
cleac blue. It is not four yeurs since 
‘the London newspapers were con- 
stantly ridiculing the then proposed 
Eiffel Tower of Paris, which they 
characterized as “another Tower of 
Babel.”’ 

Rvss!IAN Officials have decided that 
the telephone is “dangerous to tlie 
State.”’ In Warsaw orders have been 
given that telephones be removed from 
all restaurants, coffee-houses and 
liquor saloous. Similar orders have 
been issued in all other large Polish 
towns.

“BACHING 


AN INSIDIOUS SOUTHWESTERN 
VICK AND ITS DEVOTEKS. 


How the Lone DPweller the 
Wilds of New Mexico Wrestles 
with His Daily Bread, _ 


IsteETA (N. M.), Jan. 3.—fStaff Cor- 
respondence of ‘Tne Times.| Did you 
ever Bach It? I don’t mean cooka 
picnic meal or two over a campfire, but 
the real, hardshell, greasy, sooty, two- 
meals-a-day-y, dog-to-lap-off-the-dish- 
@s-y article, with a big B and adequate 
I. If*you bave ever “gone the whole 
hog,” you understand the subject 
stem, stern and bristles; but if you 
haven’t, it would be hard to make you 
sabe the cocle. 

Baching It is one of the most perni- 
cious and insidious vices I have ever 
stumbled upon; and it is peculiarly 
prevalent and virulent here in the 
Southwest. The sheepherder LBaches 
It, the prospector Baches It, the cow- 
boy hasto Bach It when away from 
the ‘‘Home Ranch,” many telegraph 
operators Bach It, and thousands of 
others play the same lone culinary fist 
on occasion or perennially. When 
such is the case, what wonder that 
New Mexico aud Arizona can’t get 
Statehood? 

Ido not deem the word ‘‘bachelor”’ 
any great ornament to the English 
anguage, anyhow; it’s a half-hearted, 
half-spirited, balf-buttoned concern 
at the best. But ‘bachelor’ 
would make a white mark on 
its unworthy devolute. The Man 
who Baches It is not merely a bache- 
lor—he’s just the fag end of bachelor- 
dom. A bachelor may justly get all 
the delicavies of the season; but a 
man who Baches Itdares not. They 
would not fit the cramped receptivity 
of his despoiled Within. lis food is 
plain and he keeps planing it every 
day—until he is apt at last to come 
down to the shavings themselves. The 
alimentary short-cuts a man can tako 
after he once falls a victim to this 
insidious habit are astounding. The 
frequency and the curtness of them 
are limited only by his ability’as a 
disciple of Tanner—not the gentle- 
man with a mouth, but the earlier 
celebrity with a stomach. 

It is a vice whose disastrous results 
Ihave longseen and “bewared of’’— 
one I little thought to contract myself. 
But we never can tell. in the words 
of the late lam. Samantha Allen: 

“Cain’t calkilate with no precision, 

On nought beneath the sky; 
An’ l’vé ’bout come to the decision 

‘That ’tain’t worth while to try.” 

My first serious encounter with 
Baching It was at Golden, this Ter-. 
ritory, five years ago. As some of you 
may remember, my ‘*Iramp Across 
the Continent” took mo to. that 
famous mining camp. Immediately 
upon my arrival there I was seized 
upon by sturdy ‘Charlie’ Smith—bis 
name’s George, but he is so Clever they’ 
call him Chartie!—who dragged me off 
to his jacal at the edge of the p'acer 
grounds. A jacal is a peculiarly fit 
place for so dark acrime—I don’t mean 
dark as myself, but dark as Baching It. 
It is a hovel made by sticking logs or 
poles upright in the ground, fiiling 
the. chinks with adobe mud, and 
posting on any sort of a roof that will

Fortunately, Charlie and I did not 
come to that point, and my memories 
of his cuisine are all grateful and of 
appetizing originality. 

After that I had almost forgotten 
about Batching It,and the familiar 
phrase was asa cracked bell stowed 
somewhere in the back of my mental 
lumber-garret. But last fail I was 
tempted and fell,and the fell habit 
has "Me now pretty securely in its 
clutches.

When we got to 
Isleta it was very dark, and I rolled. 
down the bank with one of my gunny- 
sacks. Then José slipped down from 
the roof—on which he had ridden from 
Albuquerque—and, brought out 
the otner. He shouldered the big sack, 
and I the stove, and we meandered to 
my room over in Indian town, quarter 
of a mile away, with no indecent haste 
and with plenty of grunts. 

My big, high adobe room has of

The drilling of a six-inch 
hole that chimney, whose ’dobe 
1s burnt to flint, was a job not soon to 
be forgotten, butI finally did it. A 
store-box soon turned to a cupboard, 
with shelves and door. My stove was 
up, my pots were bung, my groceries 
and dishes. appropriaiely bestowed, gud 
all was ready for the fatal plunge! I 
went to bed that night feéling like 
Alexander when he had a new batch 
of worlds on the string to conquer. 

On rising next morning | was not so 
confident. It grew more serious the 
nearer it got, and I felt as if 1 were 
about to be-married or something 
dreadful. I was innocent of culinary 
sabe as aduck of toothache, and not 
even sure whether | could cook water 
without burning it. But. hunger had 
put burrs in my shoes; and rolling up 
my sleeve with my teeth, I went at it. 

A medical friend in Bernalillo—Dr. 
Lund, by the way, who used to live in 
Los Angeles—has had experience in 
that line; and he bad sent me a pre- 
scription for flapjacks; also ground 

lans and specifications for bread—but 
laraw the line at bread. Ham and 

otatoes I felt competent to fry; tam- 

ien to make coffee, though roasting 
it first nearly got me; and so I went to 
work. 

For a couple of years I have been 
lamenting the loss of a superior ap- 
petite which I borrowed, a good many 
years ago, from the prairie wolves up 
north. So it surprised me when I 
counted the dead, wounded and miss- 
ing that morning, to find that I had 
made away with two slices of ham, six 
potatoes fried, three pint-cups of cof- 
fee, and 17 flap-jacks with maple 
syrup obligato. Many people say 
it takes away their appetite to cook, 
but Lam not seriously troubled that 
wer fact, I’m the more inclined 
to kiss the cook and go oneating. The 
flapjacks would have been 18, but in 
try:ng to “shoot” one big one to the 
ceiling and catch it, ’tother side up, as 


and it went to the floor. This grieved 
and pained me—not so much because 
really .needed that one 
in my business, but because it 
seemed so unworkman like. Nowadays, 
however, in “‘shooting’’ them I make a 
bullseye every tinie. The. recipe for 
these cakes, by the way, will be a sweet 
boon to all Jiousekeepers who are ac- 
customed to only the dainties of civili- 
zation and have not yet got as high as 
we who Bach It; so I proceed to give 
it: Take one cup flour, hunk of lard, 
pinch of salt and water enough to irri- 
gate. Combine, add fire, flip to ceiling 
and eat in the heat of argument. Very 
simple, these delicacies, when yuu 
know how, 
' My next notable experience was with 
the untrammeled frigole. The frigole, 
as all of you save the very newcomers 
know, is the rich, voluptuous brunette 
bean of the Southwest—the belle of 
its inferior little white | 
sister is the belle of Boston. In New 
Mexico pestennesy the bean is the 
corner-stone of our liberties. Ubi bean, 
ibi patria, as the noblest Beaneater of 
them all remarked; or, as we have it 
here, Sin friyole, no hay vida. 

I used to bake Boston b. b. with con- 
siderable fluency; but the Jriyole got 
away with me on first assault. I took 
a couple of handfuls of them and put 
into a two-gallon stewpan with a quart 
of water, so they could stretch if they 
were as sleepy as Boston beans, and 
went off about my business. But, 
really, a Boston bean doesn’t know 
the rudiments of swelling. <A frigole 
could run around it four times while 
it was getting ready to do its little ex- 
pand. When I returned the stewpan 
was 80 severely. strained that I tear it 
will be a cripple for life; and the whole 
room was a howliug wilderness of 
frigoles. I gathered up of the frag- 
ments 12 basketsful, besides hcap- 
ing all my dishes; put more water 
iu the stewpan and set ’em going 
again. Before the day was done 
Il had to rent an extra room 
aud a part of the yard, to store beans 
in; and all the neighbors have been 
living high at my expense ever since. 
The next time I undertake to boil 
frigoles Ishali borrow somebody’s pond, 
where they can have room according 
to their strength, and heat it by throw- 
ing in redhot rocks. It is the most 
insatiate sweller ever tackied— 
though I have since fouud a similar 
superfluityin rice. . 

Fortunately, these prefatory troubles 
did not last long, and I am now sail- 
ing along smoothiy on the sea of Bach- 
ing It, Llive high. Chile con carne— 
no.ice how truthful these paisanos are; 
they never say earne con chile—frigoles, 
fried potatoes, fried appies, flapjacks, 
boiled rice, ¢yyeks. and rabbits, teuder- 
loin sleak at 7 cents a pound, and 
other delicacies too numerous to 
mention, form the bill of fare. People 
come miles to see the dimple in my 
fryingpan, for it is, already _noised 
abroad that Vanderbilt’s $10,000 chef 
is nowhere; and I have to reject nu- 
merous applications for board. 

As to the other pangs of housekeep- 
ing, they ‘are easily borne. Maria 
Margarita brings me daily a big tinaja 
of tresh water upon her ridiculously- 
fat head. Pock-marked. but silver- 
voiced Juana comes every day or two 
to sprinkle the ’dobe floor and sweep 
it with an inadequate little wisp of 
broomecorn, and packs off my ashes 
to one of the young mountains which 
represent the patient embarrando of 
centuries. Once in a while the Gov- 
ernor issues & pronunciamento for a 
general cleaning up; aud th@n { have 
to sweep the smooth palo in front Of 
my room, or pay the Low High Sheriff 
two bits to do it for me. Hz post 
fucto railroad ties .and coal, trom 
Cerillos furnish fuel. 

The most serious part of the whole 
business is. dishwashing. Sometime. 
when I have a little leisure I am going 
to invent dishes with a double-bar- 
reled, self-cleaning attachment. I 
never could reconcile myseli to the 
customary New Mexican way of finger- 
marking the plates with a cross’ and 
throwing them into a corner. Until 
that invention, however, I am virtu- 
ously washing my dishes after each 
meal.

ESQUE CALIFORNTA, and the) 
PICTURE Sout of the Rocky Mountains from 
Alaska to México. JOUN Kditor. 
(New York and San Francisco: J. Dewing 
Publishing Company.) 

We have received parts xiii, xiv, and | 


"xv of this magnificent work, which | 


opens to the reader a mary élous pano- 


rama of wonders. The delightfutly- | 
written text, supplemented as it is by 
the best efforts of the best artists, is 
like a grand epic. There is themelodi- 
ous anthem of mighty waterfalts, the | 
gublimity of awful, frozen peaks whose 
heads, covered with eternal snows, lose 
themselves in the far blue of the infin- 
ite skies; there are the time- 
old laciers- —upon.___which the 
long centilries have beat in 
there are rushing rivers and 
throbbing seas depicted; island- 
gemmed channels, toward which the 
eternal, forest-crowned hills have crept 
till their base is eternally laved by 
their blue and shining waters; there 
ure flowery meadows steeped in tho 
(looding sunshine, and running brooks. 
which ripple on in laughing gladness, 
bordered by lands as fair as the Beulah- 
land described by Bunyan. These 
pictures from the hand of the artist 
make more vivid and perfect the glow- 
ing word-pictures of the authors. It 
is a delightful method. of journeying, 
and the reader is afforded every facility 
for becoming familiar with this wonder- 
land of the continent, Which could be 
furnished him without actually travers- 
ing its entire entent. 
art xiii introduces him into the 
great wildness of Alaska, and the text 
is from the graphic pen of John Muir. 
This is the way in which he takes the 
reader journeying with him: 

The trip by stuamer-from Paget Sound to 
the head of the- Alexander Archipelago is 
perfectly enchanting. . . Gazing from 
the deck of the steamer one is borne 
smoothly over calm biue waters on and on 
through the midst of a thousand islands 
densely clothed with well-watered ever- 
promenrd The common discomforts of a sea 
voyage are not felt, because the way is 
through a network of sheltered channels 
that are usually about as free as rivers 
are from heaving waves, and were it 
not for the briny odor in the air 
and the strip of brown alg@ seen at low 
tide on either shore, it would be difficult to 
realize that we are sailing‘on salt ocean 
water; we seem rather to be tracing a suc- 
cussion of inland glacier lakes, Way after 
day we float in the heart of true fairy land, 
each succeeding view seeming more and 
more beautiful. . . Here you glide 
into a narrow. channel hemmed in with 
mountains that are forested down to the 
water's edge. There is no distant view, and 
the attention is held to the objects close 
about... ‘The forests are closely planted like 
a field of. wheat, the steep slopes on which 
they are growing permitting almost every 
individual tree to be seen rising one above 
another like the individuals in an audience 
—the blue-green, sharply-tapered spires of 
the Menzies spruce, the warm yellow-green 
Merten _ spruces, with their _finger- 
like tops, all pe in the same 

direction or drooping gracefully like leaves 
of grass, and the airy, feathery brownish- 

en Alaska cedar viending in harmony; 
ichens and mosses on the branches, a 
fringe of bushes along the shores. Gaps of 
paler green are seen where winter ava- 
Janches bave cleared away the trees, and on 
the higher summits, revealing hollows with 
snow in the shadows, the fountains of 
ancient glaciers, and short, steep giens,

ieaely ery, all the scenery being made up of 
wildness a& closely shut in and withdrawn 


as the wilderness of mountains. 


Of the climate, people, civilization 
and general aspect of that far north- 
land the author presents the most vivid 
pictures. Here is his poe of a 
day’s death and birth: 

An Alaskan midsummer day ‘is a day 
without a night. In the extreme norther: 
- of the Territory the sun does not set 
or weeks, and even as far south as Sitka 
at its lowest point it is only a few degrees 
below the horizon, so that the colors of the 
sunset biend with those of the sunrise, 
leaving no gap of night-derkness between. 

@ day epens slowly, a low arch 
of light round to the northeastward 
with gradual increase of height and span 
and intensity of tone; and when at length 
the sun appears above the horizon itis 
without much of that stirring pomp, that 
flashing, awakening, triumphant energy, so 
suggestive of the Bible imagery—a bride- 
groom coming out of his chamber and re- 
joicing like a strong man to run arace, 
The red clouds, with yellow, dissolving 
edges, subside into a hazy dimnedss, the 
islands with ruffs of mist about them cast 
ill-defined shadows on the glistening waters, 
and the whole firmament becomes pale} 
pearl-gray. 

In the latter pages of part xiv we 
are suddenly transferred from the 
dim solemn grandeur of the north to 
the romantic beauty and the warmth 
of California. We pause before the 
mighty uplift of Mt. Tamalpais, 
“rising 2700 feet directly from the 
water, lying like a huge watch-dog 
beside the Golden Gate, and holding 
the ocean winds at bay. ” All the 
wide and magnilicent region north of 
the Golden Gate to the boundaries of 
the State are presented to the reader. 
The sketch is from the pen of Kate 
‘Field, and, like ail other: portions of 
the work, is profusely and finely ilius- 
trated. ‘Into forest deeps, aud green 
cafions; along the banks of streams, 
and over villa-covered hills; over the 
pebbly beach, and to the garden-like 
grounds of the Presidio; to San Quen- 
tin with its prison walls and through 
all the country about Tamalpais, sie 
carries the reader and shows him the 
marvels that are to be seen in this land 

» of sunlight and of beauty, but at the 
base of this lovely mountain she 
pauses and says: “Language grows 
pas 1 the presence of Gud’s mighty 

andiwork that sings the hymn of the 
ages. I do uot marvel that all true 
devotees of Nature hold mountains 
sacred and never. profane their 
solemnity. I do not marvel that Christ 
went up into a high mountain to com- 
mune with the Father.”’
